BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THK CITY OP AUSTIN:

^ "* That as a municipal policy, the full salary of any regular

employee of the City of Austin who may die shall be paid to his family

for the current month of his death.

The resolution was passed by a vote of 5 yeas, no nays.
